Gas tar can be used to prevent tho 
unwelcome “ giving out” of stakes for 
fences, vineyards and other purposes. 
A current writer says, justly, that it is 
a useless application to green wood be­ 
cause it docs not enter tho pores, ami is 
often worse thaii useless above ground 
by causing tile wood to crack open and 
admit moisture. But if the wood is 
well dried first and then heated !>eforc 
putting on the tar, which should also 
be hot, tho wood will be penetrated 
and its whole structure thoroughly se­ 
cured. Some of the soft woods treated 
in this way last very well, but every 
farmer should possess a grove of locust, 
chestnut, white oak, catalpa, mulberry 
and other durable woods, so secured 
from cattle that he can “ cut and come 
again,” the sprouts running up numer­ 
ously and rapidly between the cuttings. 
From June to August, when the bark 
will strip, is the time to cut. The 
leaves should remain on the choppcd- 
down sapplings to exhaust tho sap as 
much as possible. The trimming can 
then be done and the bare polls or 
stakes set up to season. If to be tarred, 
it can be done round an out-Ii re of 
stumps on a lino winter day, and the 
setting is best done when the ground is 
soft in the spring, using a heavy javelin- 
pointed iron punch bar with a handle 
turned like that of a spade, and the whole 
of spade length, to make the holes and 
drive down the stakes. — .V. F. Tribune.

It 
was called * the old mine’ and many of 
the particularly fine stones now sold are 
called the 4 old mine stones.* There is 
no difference in the intrinsic value of 
the stone, the rich merely delighting to 
pav a good sum for tho name.

The present local fancy in the way of 
diamond jewelry is tho combination of 
diamonds, rubies and sapphires, set 
flush in hammered gold, or in what is 
called knife-edge setting, in which the 
last setting is so line as to be scarcely 
perceptible at a short distance, the gem 
alone appearing to view.

With the annexation of Punjaub 
to the East India Company's territory 
in 1850 the Koh-i-noor became the 
i property of the Queen of England, 
whose crown it now adonis, together 
with 496 other gems, the latter being 
valued at $372,000. 
The Koh-i-noor 
since being recut weighs 122 3-4 carats, 
and is valued at $900,000. 
But this is 
only one among many historic gems. 
The King of Portugal owns one, which, 
if genuine, of which there is some 
doubt, is worth about $28,OOO,(XX).”

his stomach. 
Of other famous dia­ 
monds there are the French Eugenio, 
the Tuscany, the Nassac, belonging to 
the Marquis of Westminster, aud valued 
at $148,000, the Napoleon Regent, the 
Hope, a blue diamond, the Dresden of 
London, tho Brazilian, tho Czar, the 
Shah, tho Polar Star, and others of al­ 
most fabulous worth.
